WASHINGTON (AP)—A federal 
plan 
for reg istering millions of 
small boats much the sam e way 
as autorrlobiles could bring monu­ 
mental headaches, state officials 
testified Tuesday . 
The

M arine Council, which is drafting 
reg ulations to carry out a new 
power boat reg istration law ap­ 
proved by Cong ress last summ er, 
is conducting the hearing s. 
Cusick at Inquiry 
State Republican Assembly man 
Charles Cusick of Auburn, N. Y„ 
chairm an of the New York Joint 
Leg islative Committee on Motor 
Boats, was among those appear­ 
ing at the inquiry . 
Cusick told the public hearing 
that adm inistration of the prog ram 
will create monumental problems, 
even if leg islatures approve. 
As m any as 3V3 million motor 
boats m ay be subject to reg istra­ 
tion under the law, cong ressional 
sources said. At present 47 7 ,000 
boats now are numbered under 
I federal statutes.

safety , the new law will require 
all boats powered by eng ines of 
more than 10 horsepower to be 
reg istered. 
Likes $5 Fee 
Under the new law,* states can 
adopt their own reg istration plans 
in keeping with federal standards, 
but if a state fails to act before 
April 1, 1960, the Coast Guard will 
handle 
the job. 
A Coast Guard m ax im um reg is­ 
tration fee of $5, which would be 
lowered if costs permitted, 
has 
been proposed by the council. 
None of the witnesses opposed 
the prog ram. And Cusick applaud­ 
ed the 55 fee, thoug h others arg ued 
it should be hig her to m eet state 
prog ram costs.

NEWARK, N. J. (AP) — The 
New’ York Central Railroad has 
asked for permission to discontinue 
the ferry service from Weehawken 
to Cortlandt St., New York City . 
The road asked the Federal Dis­ 
trict Court here Tuesday to modi­ 
fy a stay order blocking abandon­ 
ment of all Hudson River ferry 
lines, and to perm it abandonment 
of the Cortlandt St. run while the 
issue is decided.

NEW YORK (A P)—Paul Diet­ 
zel, who in four years as head 
coach, built Louisiana State's first 
all-winning foofball team in 50
